Salk Vaccine Shots 
Slated Wednesday 


Santa Ana College students will 
receive the second in a series of 
polio immunization shots Wednes- 
day, March 20, when the Orange 
County Health Department is ex- 
pected to innoculate over 400 stu- 
dents with the Salk polio vaccine. 

The first shots of the series, ad- 
ministered February 26, innocul- 
ated, according to Marie Pound, 
campus nurse, approximately 475 
students. The participation of SAC 
students was “one of the highest 
of any school in the area.” 

Wednesday’s second shot in the 
series of three will be administer- 
ed in the Student Lounge between. 
8:30 and 11:30 a.m. 

It has not yet been decided 
whether the third shot of the 
series will be given on campus, but 
the last shot, according to Miss 
Pound, should be received within 
7 to 12 months of the second shot.

County School Superintendent Simmons estimates that 
a state college in Orange County will encourage a begin- 
ning enrollment of 2500, with an increase of 5000 seen in 


four years. 


LEGISLATIVE ACTION STILL AWAITED 

It is admirable that action is finally being taken for 
a much-needed four-year school in the county. Whether or 
not positive legislative action will result remains to be 


seen. 


Fullerton, Santa Ana and Orange Coast junior colleges 
relieve the student congestion of the first two years of col- 
lege in the northeast section of the county. Long Beach 

State will continue to take care of the county’s northwest- 
ern end, including the northern coast area. 
SOUTHERN COAST TO DEVELOP 

This leaves a larger, less densely populated southern 
section to be accounted for. Balboa, Corona del Mar, and 
Gaguhna Beach are all small aréas, away from the thicker 
population surrounding Santa Ana. 

‘With a nearly unlimited amount of available land an 
easy half hour drive from the more thickly populated 
areas of the county, it seems logical that because the pop- 
ulation will eventually feed into the south’s open areas, 
and a new freeway is in the process of construction to help 
it along, the Senate committee should consider seriously 


the south coast section. 
IRVINE PINPOINTED 


Irvine property on both sides of MacArthur Boulevard, 
preferably in proximity to the coast, may be a likely spot. 
An éxtellent location might be the rolling hills to the north 
of Highway 101, south of Corona del Mar. 

In any eveht, don’t forget this! The south coast terri- 
tory, with its view of the ocean, accessbility, and scenic 
benefit, should be a first consideration of the forces-that-be

During World War II, Bill did 
a lot of commercial fishing with 
his own boat off the coast of 
California for sea bass, tuna and 
albacore. 

One morning about 4:30, the 
fog was so thick that he could 
not see 100 feet ahead. Bill was 
waiting out the fog.

It lifted, but when it did Bill 
found himself right in the middle 
of a practice target range. He 
turned on his motor full gas and 
made for the open sea, and not 
any too soon, for as soon as he 
had left the area all hell broke 
loose.
